On 11/28/62 the Minneapolis star carried a letter to the 
Editor which read as follows: 

"To the Editor: Your editorial Nov. U 4 . on 
Polish ham deserves, nay, demands a reply. 

Several statements in it were presented as 
fact but should have been lcudly labeled 
opinion since they so clearly disregarded 
certain facts. The credit you gave Gomulko 
for holding the Polish revolution in check 
is not deserved. Cardinal WYSCINSKI called 
for reasonable order because he suspected 
the West was not about to help the Pole 3 
in any revolution against their Communist 
masters. 

"But on the main idea of tha editorial, 
that the persons who are attempting to 
discourage the sale of Polish hams in the 
United States are helping Russia, you 
really flipped with your illogic. How- 
many of your readers must nave realized 
that if that is really truj, then the 
refusal to purchase said hams (Perhaps 
because of preference for lams inspected 
by U.S. inspectors) is also helping the 
Russians. Following this illogic to its 
implied conclusion we can see that those 
who purchase the hams are :ha real.anti¬ 
communists after alii

"But, you see, yoiih whole thesis that we 
must buy Communist imports (hams) because 
we hurt the Russians (Communists) was 
destroyed in June of this year when 
Gomulko admitted that the grain that 
America is giving her was not being used 
to feed the people but was being used to 
"expand Poland’s exports of ham and 
poultry."

An investigation of the above captioned person has been conducted 
in conjunction with the investigation of the MINUTEMEN Organization. 
The latter investigation failed to come up with any records 
pertaining to EMRY's background other than hid date of birth and 
the fact that he had been in the xkxxxskxxb£x*i armed services of the 
United States. A check of his past employments, the records of the 
Realtors "ivision of the Department of Insurance, and acquaintances 

indicated only that EMRY had been born in Wisconson. 

In an effort to get additional background information an FD 9 was 
sent to the Bureau on 3/30/65. The return of the FD9 indicated that 
EMRY was bom at Jump River, Wisconsih end that his army SN was 
4 6014537 . Upon receipt of this information, an FD 356 was sent to 
St. JciiBrxx Louis for a check of EMRY's armed service record. During 
this interval, however, investigation of EMRY was being handled 
in connection with the MINUTEMEN organization. 

The investigation in this connection indicated that EMRY was 
suffering fron heart trouble, that he was now employed (self) out 
of his home and that his home was up for sale preparatory to his 
moving to California. 

When the information concerning EMRY’s armed service together with 
the bachground information is received from St. Louis, a report 
will be prepared setting out all known information re EMRY. It is felt 
that inasmuch as there is an outstanding lead to St. Louis, it would 
be a saving of time and effort to compile all information in one 
report, especial! in view of EMRYAs contemplated move to California.
